The  kind  of  drawing  which  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  require*  that  its  citizen* 
shall  have  an  opportunity  of  studying  is 
celled  ‘  industrial  drawing,'  and  wisely  so 
called,  tor  in  that  lies  a  justification  of  its 
public  action  in  the  matter.  The  meana 
whereby  aucb  a  system  would  be  beat  organ¬ 
ized  to  meet  the  requirements  ot  all  classes 
of  society  aad  Keep  supply  aad  demand  in 
tficir  true  relationship,  has  beeu  a  great 
problem  to  the  educationists  of  this  locali¬ 
ty,  as  it  has  been  previously  to  the  educa¬ 
tions  of  the  Old  World.  There  are  three 
sections  of  llie  public  to  be  educated 
children,  adult  artisans,  aad  the  public 
generally,  who  come  under  neither  of  the 
Ural  two  disiaisms  Mow  tbrn  has  been 
provided  for  ia  moat  ot  the  European 
state*  1  may  here  shortly  describe.  For 
children,  elementary  drawing  is  taught  as 
a  part  of  general  education  in  most  of  the 
public  acbool*;  'for  adult  artizans,  night, 
school*  and  clasaes  have  been  established  in 
almost  all  town*  or  populous  villages;  and 
for  the  general  public,  museums,  galleries 
of  art,  and  course*  ot  public  lectures  on 
art -subjects  aie  becoming  general.  Upon 
the  comparative  value  of  these  several
